In claim 1, on line 1, "limb protection" has been changed to ~ protective boot--;

leg -; 

on line 6, after "limb," insert ~ a front portion of the tubular body ~; 
on lines 12-13, "a first side to the second" has been changed to - the first 

side to the second ~; 
on line 14, "a front" has been changed to ~ the front--; 
on line 26, after "wherein the tongue" insert ~ has a shape 
complementary to a shape of the front portion of the tubular body such 
that the tongue ~ 



2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claim 1 with its 
respective dependents are allowable because the prior art does not teach or suggest the recitation 
therein including a protective boot assembly having a substantially tubular body with a front 
portion defining a longitudinal aperture between first and second edges such that a rigid tongue 
covers the front portion of the tubular body by a transverse, adjustable strap that freely slides on 
the tongue being sandwiched with the tubular member which automatically adjusts relative to the 
aperture on the front portion.
